TEAM NOTES AGAINST SAN JOSE EARTHQUAKES 

• Saturday marks the 39th all-time meeting between the two original MLS sides 

• The Revs are 13-20-5 all-time against the Earthquakes, though the two sides are each 
5-5-1 since San Jose returned to MLS in 2008 following a two-year hiatus. 

• New England has won each of the last two games they’ve played agianst the Earth¬ 
quakes, outscoring San Jose 4-1 in that time. 

• Since San Jose returned to MLS in 2008, they have travelled to Gillette Stadium five 
times with the Revs going 3-1-1 in that time. 

• All-time however, the Revolution are just 3-6-2 against San Jose at Gillette Stadium 

• Saturday’s match will be the first and only time the two teams will meet this season. 

• In the 38 all-time meetings between the two clubs, San Jose has out-scored New 
England, 67-48. There have been 14 shutouts recorded in the series, with seven 
posted by each club. 

• The Revolution and Earthquakes have never met outside the MLS regular season. 


PLAYER NOTES AGAINST SAN JOSE 

• Lee Nguyen and Chris Tierney each have scored for the Revs against the Earthquakes 
with Tierney scoring in a 2-1 loss on May 21,2011 and Nguyen scoring the gameown- 
ner on March 29, 2014. 

• Teal Bunbury is the only other Rev to have scored against San Jose, doing so in 2011 
when he played for Sporting Kansas City. 

• In addition to his goal, Lee Nguyen has two assists in three appearances against San 
Jose. Both of Nguyen’s assists came in the Revs’ 2-0 win over San Jose on July 6, 
2013 at Gillette Stadium. 

• Scott Caldwell, Jeremy Hall and Kelyn Rowe each have single assists against San 
Jose. Caldwell set up Nguyen’s game-winning goal in March 2014 while Rowe set up 
a Dimitry Imbongo goal on July 6, 2013. Hall’s assist came when he was a member of 
the Portland Timbers, setting up his team’s only goal in a 1-1 draw with San Jose. 

• Bobby Shuttleworth has made three starts against San Jose, posting a 2-1-0 record 
with a 1.00 goals against average and one shutout 

• Brad Knighton made one appearance against San Jose, suffering a 1-0 loss to the 
Quakes as a member of the Philadelphia Union on Sept. 15, 2010. 


LAST MEETING 

New England 2, San Jose 1 

March 29,2014 - Buck Shaw Stadium (Santa Clara, Calif.) 

Lee Nguyen scored the game-winning goal in the third minute of second-half stoppage 
time as the New England Revolution topped the San Jose Earthquakes 2-1 at Buck Shaw 
Stadium. New England earned its first win of the season - and scored its first goals of the 
season - claiming its first victory on the West Coast in almost two years. The Revolution 
controlled play in the first half and were dangerous throughout before finally getting on the 
board for the first time on the year in the 35th minute after an own goal from defender Victor 
Bernardez. The Earthquakes leveled the game in the 69th minute through Chris Wondolows- 
ki before Nguyen scored his first goal of the season in stoppage time to seal three points for 
the Revs. Nguyen got on the end of a Scott Caldwell pass down the left wing before dribbling 
around a man, and slotting his shot under San Jose goalkeeper Jon Busch to give the Revs 
a 2-1 victory.

REVOLUTION TEAM NOTES 


DEJAVU ALL OVER AGAIN 

For the second straight season, the Revs head into their fourth game of the season 
-- against the San Jose Earthquakes -- with a 0-2-1 record -- a -5 goal differential 
-- and having failed to score a goal. In 2014, faced with all of that, the Revs went 
on the road and earned a 2-1 win over the San Jose Earthquakes with Lee Nguyen 
scoring the game-winner in second-half stoppage time. 

Last year, the Revs opened the season with a 4-0 loss in Houston and then fell 1-0 
on the road to Philadelphia before coming home for their opener at Gillette Stadium 
against Vancouver, which ended in a 0-0 draw. This season, the Revs opener the 
season with a 3-0 loss in Seattle and then fell 2-0 on the road against NYC FC 
before coming home for their opener at Gillette Stadium, which ended in a 0-0 draw. 

The 2000 and 2001 seasons are the only two years in which the Revs did not win in 
any of their first four games. In 2000, the first year in which MLS games could end 
it ties, the Revs were 0-2-2 in their first four games before beating D.C. United in 
overtime in the fifth game of the season. One year later, the Revs lost each of their 
first six games before claiming an overtime win over Chicago for their first points of 
the year. 

HOTAT HOME 

Last weekend’s 0-0 draw with Montreal was the Revs’ ninth consecutive home 
opener in which they have gotten at least a point with the club going 6-0-3 in home 
openers at Gillette Stadium dating back to the 2006 campaign. Additionally, the 
draw extended the Revs’ home unbeaten streak in all competitions, which dates 
back to July 30,2014, to 11 games. Since a 3-0 win over Colorado on July 30 last 
season, a win that snapped the Revs’ eight-game losing streak, New England has 
gone 8-0-3 at Gillette Stadium, including a win and a draw in the 2014 MLS Cup 
Playoffs. 

A POINT GAINED 

The Revolution picked up their first point of the 2015 season last weekend, play¬ 
ing to a 0-0 draw with the Montreal Impact. In 2014, the Revs played to just four 
regular-season ties, which were tied with Seattle for the fewest in MLS and the 
second-most in club history. In 2002, the Revs drew just two of their 28 games, go¬ 
ing 12-14-2 before reaching MLS Cup for the first time in club history. 

The Revs and Impact have now drawn each of their last two meetings while New 
England and San Jose have played to just one tie in 11 meetings since the Earth¬ 
quakes returned to MLS in 2008. 

STRUGGLING TO SCORE 

While the Revs did gain their first point of the season last weekend, they are still 
looking for their first goal. Just as they did a year ago, the Revs have not scored in 
any of their first three games. New England is one of three teams in MLS without 
a goal this season with last weekend’s opponent, Montreal, and next weekend’s 
opponent, Colorado, still looking for their first goals. However, the Revs are the only 
one of those three teams to have played three games. 

While four Western Conference teams have scored at least five goals so far this 
season, no Eastern Conference clubs have scored more than three with Chicago 
and D.C. United each having just a single goal on the year. 


LOOKING FOR THE FIRST GOAL 

Last weekend’s 0-0 draw with Montreal was the third straight game in which the 
Revs were shutout, having lost 3-0 to Seattle in the season opener on March 8 and 
2-0 to NYC FC a week later. This is the second consecutive season in which the 
Revs have been shutout in each of their first three games of the season. 

Last year, it took the Revs until the 35th minute of their fourth game of the season, 
a 2-1 road win over San Jose, to get their first goal of the season when a Victor Ber- 
nardez own goal snapped a run of 305 minutes without a goal to open the season. 
That is the fifth longest scoreless streak in club history and the longest to begin a 
year. However, despite that scoreless streak, the Revs were able to recover and fin¬ 
ish with a 17-13-4 record for 55 points, which were the second most in club history, 
and win a fifth Eastern Conference Championship. 

Dating back to the 2014 regular season finale against Toronto, the Revs have now 
gone 325 minutes in the regular season without scoring a goal. That is the fifth 
longest scoreless streak in club history. 

SHUTOUT FOR SHUTTLEWORTH 

Bobby Shuttleworth collected his first shutout of the season and the 22nd of his ca¬ 
reer on Saturday, making two saves in the 0-0 draw with Montreal. Of Shuttleworth’s 
22 career shutouts, five have come in 0-0 draws, including in each of the the last two 
home openers. He now ranks second in club history with 22 clean sheets, though he 
is 44 behind Matt Reis for the all-time club record of 66. 

In 598 all-time regular-season games, the Revs now have 135 shutouts. 

CAPTAIN CHRIS 

With Jose Goncalves suspended last weekend, Chris Tierney wore the captain’s 
armband for the Revolution against Montreal. This was the third time since the start 
of the 2014 season that Tierney had served as the club captain and the first time he 
had done so since a 2-0 loss away to FC Dallas on July 19,2014. Tierney was also 
the Revolution captain for a 1-0 road loss to Philadelphia on March 15, 2014. 

In addition to Tierney, the only other players to serve as the Revs captain since the 
start of last season are Goncalves and Andy Dorman. Dorman was the captain for 
five games in April and May of last season while Goncalves was injured while the 
Revs’ Portuguese center back has been the club captain for all other games. 

HALL MAKES DEBUT 

While Tierney was making his season debut as the Revs’ captain at left back, 

Jeremy Hall was making his Revolution debut at right back. Filling in for the injured 
Kevin Alston, Hall played the full 90 minutes at right back and was the lone Rev 
to be shown a yellow card as he was booked for a clash with Jack Mclnerney in 
second half stoppage time. 

Hall was acquired by the Revs in December, joining the club via a trade with Toronto 
FC. New England is Hall’s fifth MLS club since entering the league in 2009. After 
beginning his career with the Red Bulls, the former University of Maryland star went 
on to join the Portland Timbers, FC Dallas and Toronto FC before coming to the 
Revs. He has appeared in 116 regular-season games in that time, with with nearly 
half of those coming in a TFC uniform. 
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TEAM NOTES 


A FULL 90 FOR NGUYEN 

After making his season debut on March 15 against NYC FC, Revolution midfielder 
Lee Nguen played the full 90 minutes of the club’s home opener last weekend 
against Montreal. Nguyen tied a team-high with three shots and one shot on goal 
in the game while also being fouled a game-high four times by the Impact defense. 
However, Nguyen saw his two-game scoring streak against Montreal come to an 
end in the 0-0 draw. 

In 2014, Nguyen scored the first of his 18 goals - the most ever by a midfielder in 
MLS - in the Revs 2-1 win over San Jose on March 29, which was the club’s fourth 
game of the season. That goal, which came in second-half stoppage time was also 
the first of Nguyen’s club record nine game-winning goals. 

JONES BACK IN THE MIX 

The Revolution welcomed Jermaine Jones to training on Thursday with he U.S. 
National Team midfielder having arrived in Boston that morning. Jones, who joined 
the Revs in August 2014,underwent surgery to repair a sports hernia on Feb. 10 and 
has been undergoing rehab with the U.S. National Team medical staff in Southern 
California ever since. A timetable of 4-6 weeks of rehabilitation was originally listed 
for Jones, with the surgery taking place just over six weeks ago. 

Jones is in his first full season with the Revolution after signing with the club in Au¬ 
gust 2014. He had three goals and six assists in 15 regular season and postseason 
games with the Revs, helping the club win the Eastern Conference Championship 
for the first time since 2007. Jones was the runner-up for the MLS Newcomer of the 
Year award, helping the Revs compile an 11-2-2 record in games that he appeared 
in, including an 8-0-0 record when he had a goal or an assist. 

The 33-year-old underwent his surgical procedure after appearing in a pair of 
friendlies with the U.S. National Team in January and February, playing in central 
defense in each game. He now has 50 caps since making his international debut 
with the U.S. in 2010. 

THREE OTHERS RETURN TO TRAINING 

In addition to Jones returning, the Revs welcomed three others back onto the field in 
training this week as Kevin Alston, Teal Bunbury and Donnie Smith all participated in 
portions of the club’s training sessions. 

Smith, who had missed the first three games after undergoing surgery to repair a 
groin injury in February, trained fully throughout the week and has been removed 
from the club’s injury report for the first time this season. 

Alston, who was injured against NYC FC, and Bunbury, who was injured in the 
season opener against Seattle, each took parts in various portions of training 
throughout the week as they work to get closer to a full return to action. Alston 
remains listed as Out on the club’s injury report while Bunbury has been upgraded 
to Questionable. 

DATE CHANGE 

On Thursday, the Revolution announced that that the club’s home game on 
Wednesday, April 15 against the Chicago Fire will now be played on Saturday, June 
13. The game will still kick off at 7:30 p.m. 

That game, which will be the first of three meetings this season between the Revs 
and Fire, and the only one to be played at Gillette Stadium, will now be shown live 
on Comcast SportsNet. 

“We originally agreed to play this game on a midweek date so as to avoid a FIFA 
international date on June 13, but with the U.S. National Team scheduled to play 
against Mexico on April 15, we believe that this new date will be better for our fans” 
Revolution president Brian Bilello said. “We thank Major League Soccer, the Chi¬ 
cago Fire and Comcast SportsNet for helping to accommodate this change.” 


MISSING THE MARK 

The Revolution had a season-best four shots on goal in last weekend’s home 
opener against Montreal with Diego Fagundez, Lee Nguyen, Kelyn Rowe and 
Chris Tierney each seeing shots stopped by Impact goalkeeper Evan Bush. 
However, despite that, the club still has just six shots on target from the first 
three games of the season after placing just on shot on goal in each of the first 
two games. 

Heading into this weekend’s games, the Revs rank 13th in MLS with 28 shots, 
good for an average of more than nine per game. However, they are tied with 
Houston and Montreal for last in MLS with just six shots on target, with the 
Impact having played one fewer game than Houston and New England. 

New England has outshot two of its three opponents this season, including 
Montreal last weekend, but that game was the first time that the Revs had more 
shots on goal than their opponent this season. On the season, the Revolution 
have been outshot 33-28 and opponents have 11 shots on goal to the Revs’ six. 

CLOSE TO 600 

Saturday’s game against San Jose will be the 599th regular-season game 
in Revolution history. New England has an all-time regular-season record of 
225-257-116, scoring 829 goals while conceding 904. At home, where the Revs 
were 11-4-2 last season, they are 145-99-54 and have scored 476 goals while 
allowing 376. 

On the road, New England is just 80-158-62 while allowing 175 more goals (528) 
than they have scored (353). 

After playing 32 games from 1996-2000, the club played just 27 in 2001 (with 
the club’s regular-season finale that year canceled following the attacks of Sept. 
11.) and 28 games in 2002 before the schedule grew to 30 games for the 2003 
and 2004 seasons. After playing 32 games in 2005 and 2006, the schedule was 
reduced to 30 games from 2007-10 before growing to 34 games - where it stays 
today - starting in 2011. 

Last year was just the second time in Revolution history that the club had won at 
least half of its regular season games, going 17-13-4. The only other time came 
in 2005 when the Revs won 17 of their 32 games, going 17-7-8. 

WELCOME BACK JUAN 

On January 30, the Revolution officially welcomed Juan Agudelo back to the 
squad, signing him to a multi-year contract. Originally acquired by the Revs in a 
trade from Chivas USA in May 2013, Agudelo scored seven goals and had one 
assist in 14 regular-season games for the Revs that season, helping the club 
reach the MLS Cup Playoffs for the first time since 2009. He was out of contract 
after that season and signed with Stoke City in the English Premier League. 

After failing to secure a work permit to play in England, Agudelo went on loan to 
FC Utrecht of the Dutch Eredivisie for the second half of the 2013-14 season. 

In 14 appearances with Utrecht, Agudelo scored three goals - including two 
game-winners - and set up three others to help the club finish in tenth place on 
the season. He returned to Stoke following the season but was again unable to 
secure a work permit, leading to the mutually agreed termination of his contract 
with the club and making him a free agent. 

Prior to joining the Revs, Agudelo played for the New York Red Bulls and Chivas 
USA, scoring 11 goals in 59 games. He also has two goals in 18 appearances 
with the U.S. National Team, becoming the youngest player in U.S. history to 
score a goal when he tallied the game-winner in his debut a 1-0 win over South 
Africa in a friendly on Nov. 17, 2010. He also has three assists with the National 
Team, having last played for his country in March 2014 against Ukraine. 




NEW ENGLAND REVOLUTION VS. SAN JOSE EARTHQUAKES: SATURDAY, MARCH 28, 2015 


This season, Agudelo has five shots, including one on goal in 217 minutes of 
action. He leads MLS with 12 fouls committed while getting fouled six times 
himself. 

HELLO... 

In addition to Agudelo, the Revs added five additional players to the club’s roster 
for this season. Defender Jeremy Hall was acquired in a trade with Toronto FC in 
January with New England sending the club’s fourth round pick in the 2015 MLS 
SuperDraft to the Reds. Then, on the day of that SuperDraft, the Revs traded 
their second round pick (33rd overall) to Seattle in exchange for the rights to 
forward Sean Okoli, who signed with New England four days later. 

Since the start of March, the Revs signed four players who had been on trial 
with the club throughout the preseason. London Woodberry, a former FC Dallas 
Homegrown Player who played in the USL last season was signed on Feb. 28, 
as was midfielder Tyler Rudy, who was undrafted after a four-year college career 
at Georgetown. New England’s roster grew to 25 ahead of the season opener 
against Seattle when the club officially signed goalkeeper Trevor Spangenberg, 
who had made one appearance as a rookie with Chivas USA last season. 

Finally, Timi Mulgrew was officially added to the roster last Wednesday, signing 
with the club after playing in six games during the preseason. 

... GOODBYE 

While those six came in, 12 players departed the club during the offseason. The 
exodus began the day after MLS Cup when Dimitry Imbongo and Geoffrey Cas- 
tillion were traded to the Colorado Rapids along with a second round pick in the 
SuperDraft in exchange for Joe Nasco and a third round SuperDraft pick. Just a 
few days later, Patrick Mullins and Tony Taylor were each selected by New York 
City FC in the Expansion Draft. 

In addition to those four, Andre Akpan, Larry Jackson, Shalrie Joseph, Steven 
McCarthy, Jossimar Sanchez, Luis Soffner and Alec Sundly did not have their 
options picked up. 

Last month, A.J. Soares, the Revs’ reigning Defender of the Year and Players’ 
Player of the Year signed with Norwegian club Viking FK on a free transfer after 
his contract with New England had expired. 

FAGUNDEZ FINALLY 20 

For the first time in his professional career, Diego Fagundez did not enter a 
season as a teenager. Now in his fifth season with the club, Fagundez turned 
20 on Feb. 14, officially ending his teenage years. He scored an MLS record 
22 goals as a teenager, six more than Eddie Gaven and seven more than Jozy 
Altidore while his 13 goals in 2013 set an MLS single season record for goals by 
a teenager. 

During the offseason, Fagundez represented Uruguay at the South American 
U-20 Championship. He appeared in four games in the competition, helping the 
tournament hosts finish in third place and book a spot in this summer’s FIFA 
U-20 World Cup in New Zealand. 

HEAPS BEGINS FOURTH SEASON ON THE BENCH 

Revolution head coach Jay Heaps is in his fourth season in charge of the club 
that he played for from 2001 until his retirement after the 2009 season. Already 
the second longest tenured coach in club history, Heaps has increased the 
club’s win total in each of his first three seasons, leading the Revs to nine wins 
in 2012 (after a club record low of five wins in 2011, Steve Nicol’s final season in 
charge), 14 in 2013 and 17 last season, tying a club record. 


Only the second coach (besides Nicol) to lead the Revs to the postseason 
on multiple occasions, Heaps entered the 2015 campaign as the fifth longest 
tenured coach in MLS. Only Bruce Arena (LA Galaxy), Ben Olsen (D.C. United), 
Sigi Schmid (Seattle Sounders FC) and Peter Vermes (Sporting Kansas City) 
have been with their respective clubs longer. He has a 40-43-22 regular-season 
record and a 4-2-1 mark in the postseason, having led the Revs to the playoffs in 
each of the last two seasons. 

PLAYING AS THE CONFERENCE CHAMPIONS 

The Revolution won their fifth Eastern Conference Championship in 2014, 
defeating the New York Red Bulls 4-3 on aggregate for the right to play for MLS 
Cup. That was the fifth time that New England had reached MLS Cup, good 
for the third-most in MLS history, and the first since 2007, equaling the longest 
stretch in club history without an appearance in the league’s championship. 

The Revs have finished each season as reigning conference champions with 
more wins than losses and have failed to reach the Conference Championship 
just once. 

COMING OFF A RECORD SETTING SEASON 

The Revolution tied a club record with 17 regular-season wins in 2014, going 
17-13-4 for 55 points. While the 55 points were the second-most in club history, 
four less than the club record of 59 points in 2005, the 17 wins were equal to 
the club’s total from that season. One year after registering 17 wins in 2005, the 
Revs returned to MLS Cup, going 12-8-12 for 48 points and then defeating Chi¬ 
cago and D.C. United to return to MLS Cup for the second consecutive season. 

New England’s 17 wins last season were tied for the second-most in MLS last 
season along with D.C. United and the LA Galaxy. Only Seattle, with 20 victories, 
had more than the Revs. 
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FLAG OF NEW ENGLAND 


Long before the sewing of the American 
flag as we know it -- before there were 
the United States, and hundreds of years 
before its slightly-altered stars and stripes 
emerged on the Revolution club badge - a 
flag of a different design was fbwn proudly 
in the early colonies that now comprise 
New England. 

Historic Revolutionary War artist John Trumbull’s depiction of the Battle of Bunker Hill 
featured a red flag with a green pine tree, which often served as a representation of the 
New England colonies. While historians argue the exact dates of origin of this early flag, 
over time, the design stood out as a symbol of honor for the territory. 

It was a reflection of unification. It’s fbwn as an homage to the region’s pride and pas¬ 
sion. 

No group has more pride or passion than Revolution supporters, who have fbwn the flag 
of New England in Gillette Stadium, and the former Foxboro Stadium, since the club’s 
inception in 1996. 

With such a deep connection to both club and country on many different levels, the flag 
of New England now adorns the Revolution uniforms - both as testament to the region’s 
revolutionary history, and as a visual representation of the club’s supporters. 

Situated at the base of the neck on the back of the club’s primary jersey and the serving 
as the inspiration for the club’s secondary kit, the flag of New England now lives in honor 
on every New England Revolution jersey.

Jay Heaps is in his fourth season as the head coach of the New England Revolution after taking the reigns of the club following the 2011 season. In his first three years on the bench, 
Heaps transformed the Revs from a five-win club that finished at the bottom of the Eastern Conference to the 2014 Eastern Conference Championship while playing an open and attrac¬ 
tive brand of soccer that has come to define the new-look Revolution. 

Over the course of his time with the Revolution, Heaps has transformed the club’s roster with just five players (Kevin Alston, Darrius Barnes, Diego Fagundez, Bobby Shuttleworth and 
Chris Tierney) remaining from when he was named the sixth head coach in club history in November 2011. Smart drafting has yielded players like Andrew Farrell and Kelyn Rowe while 
players such as Teal Bunbury, Charlie Davies and Lee Nguyen have all seen their MLS careers revitalized under the tutelage of the 38-year-old’s tutelage. That group, along with the likes 
of Juan Agudelo, Scott Caldwell, captain Jose Goncalves and Jermaine Jones - all signed by New England since Heaps was named head coach - forms the core of today’s New England 
Revolution. 

That group , with the exception of Agudelo, nearly led the Revs to their first MLS Cup championship in 2014, only to fall just shy, losing 2-1 in extra time to the host LA Galaxy. The Revs 
equaled a club record for wins that season and ended the year on a 9-1-1 run that saw the club finish second in the Eastern Conference with 55 points, which were the second-most in 
club history. The team was even better in the playoffs, scoring a record seven goals to beat Columbus 7-3 on aggregate before knocking off New York 4-3 on aggregate in the Eastern 
Conference Championship for the first time since 2007 when Heaps was still playing for the Revs. 

Prior to being named the head coach of the Revolution, Heaps spent nine seasons as a player with the club. He ranks third in club hisory with 243 regular season games played and 
helped New England reach MLS Cup four times while winning the 2007 U.S. Open Cup and the 2008 SuperLiga. He served as an analyst on Revolution television broadcasts in 2010
